Moscow Also Sees 
Satellite's Plunge 
Within One Week

WASHINGTON to — A govern- 


ment scientist says Russia's Sput- 
nik—which has circled the earth 
for 12 days—may plunge from its 
orbit and burst into flames with- 
in a week. 


That view, expressed by Jiob- 


ei I Jastrow of lhe Naval Research 
Laboratory here, generally runs 
counter to other Western predic- 
tions lhat lhe satellite might re- 
main aloft for several months, 
possibly a year. 


Also Losing Allllude 


Jastrow, a theoretical consult- 


ant at the laboratory, also said 
last night there were indications 
Sputnik was losing altitude. On a 
recent pass over Washington, he 
added, lhe salellitc's altitude was 
estimated at 147 miles. 


Most previous estimates have 


had the orbit ranging from 170 
miles up to about 560 miles. 


"Based on its altitude, the way 


It looks at the moment the salel- 
lile might burn out in a week," 
he said. "It mosl probably will 
disintegrate and burn up, depend- 
ing on ils design and altitude."

Reino Hayhanen, a confessed So- 


viet spy, said in Brooklyn Fed- 
eral District Court yesterday that 
on two occasions Abel had or- 
dered him lo arrange for the pay- 
ment of $3,000 to Airs. Helen So- 
jell, wite of Morton Sobell. So- 
bell is serving a 30-year term in 
Alcalraz for his alleged role in 
the Rosenberg atom spy ring. 


Hayhanen said the money had 


not been paid but that he had re- 
ceived a secret message instmct- 
ng him to find out whether Mrs. 
Sobeli would serve as an agent. 


Julius and Ethel Rosenberg 


were convicted as atom spies and 
executed at Sing Sing Prison in 
1953. 


Hayhanen has turned govern- 


ment witness at the espionage tri- 
al of Abel, which continues today. 


If convicted, the 
55-year-old 


Abel could be executed. 


Mrs. Sobcll issued a statement 


immediately upon hearing of Hay- 
tianen's testimony. 


The statement, made at the 


Manhattan office of the Commit- 
tee to Secure Justice for Morton 
Sobell, said in part: "This mean- 
ingless teslimony is just a way of 
smearing me at a lime when my 
husband's case is before Ihe Su- 
preme Court in a request for a 
new trial.

REPORTS FROM Hollywood indi-

•T. Barnum. That name may mean noth- 
ing to (he present generation oC motion 
picture addicts ami it is likely tliat in 
promoting the screen plays in which he 
lias the central role a lot of publicity 
will have to be devoted to establishing 
his place in the history of this country. 
Yet the lime was, when his name was 
a household word and even today, cer- 
tain slogans he coined form a definite 
part of our colloquial American speech. 
"There's one born every minute," was 
Barnum's way of branding those who 
naively swallow anything, and we refer 
to this with the expression "Barnum 
\vas right," when we indicate one of 
Ihe sucker class. 


BARNUM WAS best known as a 


tEhowman — a great showman, if you 
Avill — perhaps the greatest showman 
this country ever produced. Even yet, 
his name is used in connection with the 
largest American circus although of 
course, neither Barnum nor any mcin- 


• bers of his family had anything to do 


with that circus during the present 
•century. It was long operated by a 
stock company, alter Barmim's death 
in 1881, and then was purchased by the 
Singling Brothers who in time merged 
it with their own gigantic tent show. 
But those of an older generation will 
always remember Barnum as the pro- 
.prictor of "The Greatest Show On 
Earth"—another of his famous slogans. 
Stowsver, it is scarcely possible that 
there is anyone still living who can 
recall the days when Phineas Barnum, 
:a shrewd young Yankee, operated a 
•>muscum in Boston where the public 


was astounded by the marvels, the 
curiosities, the wonders, he collected 
and placed on exhibition. Some of these 
were pure fakes and some were real. 
All were interesting. 


ONE OF THE outstanding attrac- 


tions of Barmim's museum \vas an aged 
Negress riumcd .loice Heth, who ac- 
cording to the claim made by Bariuim 
had been George Washington's nurse! 
,rins is doubtful, but newspaper ac- 
counts of the time indicate that she

, ton family when the future First Presi- 
dent was himself very young

.there was Gen. and Mrs.'Tom Thumb 
absolutely genuine, who set (lie fad in 
midgets, and also Jumbo, the largest of 
all elephants, whose name added an- 
other word to the Knglish language 
But Barnum did not confine himself to 
freaks or wonders thil stretched the 
imagination. He brought Jenny Lind 
the famous "Swedish Nightingale" <o 
this country for an extended concert 
tour, thus bringing a cultural touch to 
the American scene at a lime when 
\\e were q lite short on culture. 


IT IS CERTAIN that Barnum iikcd 


money and knew how to get it. At the 
same time he gave his patrons value 
received and when he started his great 
circus which travelled by railroad and 
reached every part of the country he 
conferred a real boon on an amuse- 
ment hungry people. There had been 
circuses before of course, but thev 
,v-erc liny affairs which moved about 
by wagon and amounted to little 
But 


•Barnum did something reallv big and 
his slogan. "The Greatest Show On 
iarth was no exaggeration. And this 
wan even influenced the literature of 
the country for the time came when 
his life story held a place of honor in 
every home which boasted any books 
at all. and the story of the African 
hunting expedition which ho made pos- 
sible, was avidly read especially by 
boys with the love of adventure in 
their hearts. Yes. Phineas T. Barnum

Farmers 


SOME handwriting was put on 


the wall recently by .lerry Voor- 
his, executive director of "(he Co- 
operative League of the U.S.A. 
He declared thai farmers need 
to work together more to get 
their fair share of the national 
incomr 


At first glance, this may seem 


to be litllc more than (he usual 
pep lalk platitude (or an audi- 
ence of farmers. Actually, the 
speaker's prominent role in Ihe 
American cooperative movement 
gives his remarks much great- 
er significance than lhal. What 
he said indicates a trend !n (he 
Ihinking ot 
farmers, a 
trend 


which could have important ef- 
fecis on Ihe American econo-ny. 


One cannot quarrel with the 


idea lhat the farmer is more or 
less the neglected man in our 
economy. Tbe figures bear this 
out. Voorhis nolcd that whereas 
farmers got nine per cent ot Ihe 
nation's income a ctccade ago, to- 
day they get only ihrec per cent 
He called atlcnlion to Ibc facl 
that the average farmer's income 
is very subMantially below that 
of others. 


Tbe remedy Voorhis proposed 


for this situation springs, natur- 
ally, from the cooperative phil- 
osophy. 


"Unlike every other industry " 


he said, "farmers still own very 
few of their marketing and pro- 
cessing facilities and few sources 
of supply. Togetherness among 
fanners can make a better mar- 
•kcl. gel supplies on belter terms 
and integrate those related ndus- 
tnes to the independent farm.' 


By no meaas all who read ,hose 


words would agree to the wisdom 
01 such a solution. Some would 
take a dim view of Voorhis' ideas 
on this subject. But it would be 
well for us all to reflect on his
